The holly"s growth
ls slow as compared with that of many
other trees. ln the most favorable clr-
cumstances. however. It attalns a large
size, sometimes reachlng a helght of
fifty feet and presents the advantage,
as a tlmber producer, that it is rarely
touched with decay. Tho demand for
tho wood is not great. as It Is employed
almost excluslvely in small bits for
lnlay and that sort of thlng. for whlch
purpose it is sawed so thin that a llttle
of il goes a long way.

WEEK'S BANK STATEMENT

Above neqnlrement.
NEW YORK. September 26..The

statement of clearlng house banks for
the week show that the banks hold
$50,039,550 more than the require-
ments of the 25 per cent. reservo rule.
Thls is a decrease of 1178,975 in the
proportlonate cash reserve as com¬
pared wlth last week. The statement
follows: Loans, JI,312,020,500; decrease,
$6,132,300; deposits, 11,405,935,000; de¬
crease, J6.62S.500; eilrculation, $54.-
116.500; decrease, $325,000; legal
tenders, 180,328.800; increase, $664,300.;
specie, $321,194,500: decrease, $2,500,-
400; reserve, $401,523,300; decrease, $1,-
836,100; reserve requlrement. $351,483,-
750; decrease, .$1,657,125; surplus, $50,-
039,550; decrease, $178,975; United
States deposits, $52,373,600; decrease,
$174,100.
The percentage of actual reserve of

the clearlng house banks at the close
of buslness yesterday was 28.66. The
statement of banks and trust com-
panUs of Greater New York, not mem¬
bers of the clearing house, shows that
those Institutlons have aggregate de¬
posits of $1,044,808,200; total cash on
hand. $98,933,500. and loans amounting
to $949,792,800.

of America. The country Itself ls ideal
for habltatlon.a country of mountains
and rlvers, Its rugged aapect relieved
by fertlle farm lands and peaceful
homes, emlnently sulted for the nurtur-
Ing of that hlgh type of clvlllzation
which is Virginia's pride. Though its
improvement has been rapid, lt yet
remalns in many respects an undlscov-
ered land, offering to the hand of in¬
dustry abundant frults for energy ex¬
pended and to the capltallst a llberal
Increase on lnvestments.'
Smyth county, in the midst of this

pleasing country, wlth all of those
characterlstics whlch tender the sec¬
tlon so attractlve, and wlth undeveloped
wealth sufflcient for the. support of a
populatlon more than twenty tlmes
the number of its present inhabltants,
Invltes the attentlon of tho home-
sceker and investor.

Educatlonal nud Reltgious.
Jn the matter of educatlon Smyth

county has made rapid progress in
very recent years, and is right in llne
wlth the educatlonal awakenlng all
over Virginia and the South. Thero are
now sixty-odd publlo school buildlngs
ln the county, wlth somethlng llke a
hundred teachers employed, and thls
county has wlthln the past three yoars
doubled the salary of lts school teach¬
ers, thus securirig the best talent to be
had ln the State. Wlthln the past
few years nearly $100,000 has been
expended In the erection of new and
modern school buildlngs. Tha two
best and costllest of these are ln thls
town and ln Saltville. Both have been
told about and pictures of the up-to-
date buildlngs printed in the Educa¬
tlonal Department of The Tlmes-Dis¬
patch. In additlon to tha publlo school
facilitles there ls locatod ln thls town
a flrst-class glrUs sohool, most favor-
ably known far and near aa the Marion
College.
There are forty-odd churches ot the

various denomlnatlons wlthln the coun¬
ty. Flve whlte churches and two- col¬
ored eongregatlons are ip Marion. Tho
moral and rellglous conditlon of the
people ls above the average, .and the
good people are to be oxcused for
boastlng of- the fact They do boast
a little, and one of th. good men of the
town, who was in somethlng of a
hoasting. humor to-day, told me that
there has been no llcensod sale of
Whiskey ln all of the county for thirty
years, and that a "bllnd tiger" in aml
around Marion ls unknown, and should
that dUreputabla animal .icnako Us ap-

Is the !arg»st station on the llne wlth¬
ln the county. Saltville. whlch ls the
next largest town, ls reached by e
branch road runnlng out from Glade
Springs, ln the edge of Washlngtor
county.
Toward the south from Marion. ane!

together wlth the Vlrglnla Southerr
Rallroad, openlng up for successful de¬
velopment the rlch mlneral and tlmbei
lands of the Rye Valley region, ane
extendlng from Marion. nearly fortj
mlles into the very heart of the rlch
est body of spruce tlmber in America
runs the Marion and Rye Valley Rail
road. Thls Is a standard gauge roa<
bullt especially for the developmen
of the mlneral and tlmber interest!
whlch it reaches.
The Marion and Rye Valley and Vlr¬

glnla Southern roads, whlch are prac¬
tlcally one system, handle a very large
amount of logs and sawed tlmber, the
latter being brought from the large
band-mill of the Fairwood Lumbei
Company, in Grayson county, and fron
smaller mills along the roads, whlle th_e
unsawed logs are brought from the
logglng camps to the mlll of the Unlte<
States Lumber Company, at Marion. Ii
additlon. the Marion and Rye Vallej
brlngs to tho Norfolk and Western foi

lndustrlal machinery,

It may be proper to add Just hore
that there can be no healthler town ir
the State' than Marion, lt has an altt-
tude of 2,250 feet above the sea level
has splendld natural dralnage, ls free
from marshes, an,d therefore malarla
and fevers are. unknown, whilo the
